Mr, John de Bruijn, chairman of the Arena Advisory 
Board, reports with regret that donations have be2a 
considerably short of expectations, and consequently 
work may be delayed towards completion of the arena, 
The board me‘ Wednesday evening last week. 

When the contract was let for the arena shell and 
lighting, funds available just barely covered these two 
items, sald Mr, de Bruijn, Sometime after this contract 
was awarded, the St, Albert Kinsmen Club, with tremen- 
dous community spirit, informed the board that they 
were considering donating an artificial ice plant, and 
asked for the board’s opinion of this possibility, Need- 
less to say the board accepted this generous offer and 
began further planning with the ice plant in mind, It 
was felt that with donations from service clubs, bus- 
inesses and private individuals, the arena could be 
completed,with plant 8 year, 

Mr de Boutin pointed out that the artificial ice plant 
introducad approximately $40,000 extra cost for the 
arena, Bulk of this cost is for installing a sub base 
floor, concrete melting pit, and a small outside build- 
ing to house the condensors, The board was quite con- 
fident they could tackle all of this and not run into 
financial difficulties, Mr, de Bruljn said, However
